the extct equlvatent of (he Engllsh word 
“gulld." The Guilds.of Earope, originating In 
the colleges or cluhy of enclent Rome, ‘partly,

{ts patron salt and feast day, exch devoted to 
the protection of some parileular craft, often 
partaklog cf the ca‘ure of matual ‘benefit or 
Insurance societies, frequently developing {oto
